This would seem disappointing, but it must 
be remembered that it was Open House at the 
School, and that hundreds of parents were vi- 
siting their childrens’ teachers. 

Basically the idea is to present the town 
with.a cheap financing of 4@ new town hall - one 
that is hoped will play its part in inducing 
new industry to locate in Wilmington. 

The terms offered were good. They represent 
less than 50¢ on the tax rate, for the next ten 
years. One could not ask for more. 

: There are sincere citizens who feel 


that the 


proposal is @ mistake - that perhaps a new hos- 
pital, or a new library, or something else in 
the same line should be built first. They feel 
that the Town Hall is large enough and can last 
yet for awhile. 

Some good arguments, in the old Yankee sense 
can be offered for their side. 

But one has to choose and pick. One cannot 
take everything. The Chamber recognized this in 
its deliberations, for it too thought of a hos- 
pital, and a library, and finally voted to sup- 
port a Town Hall movement. 

Probably some of the larger industries will 
participate in a very pleasing manner. Possibly 
some of the merchants will too. The big ques- 
tion remains as to how John Citizen will regard 
the proposal. 

For our money it is worth a try - not on the 
argument that one should not look a@ gift horse 
in tne mouth, but rather thet here is a sincere 
effort on the part of some of our people to 
make the town better, and the rest of us can 


co-operate. 
The people of Wilmington should, insofar as 
is possible, assist.
